South  Land. 

In-d.iy  when  .\ustralians  and  New  Zealanders  are  doing 
tlieir  share  for  the  Empire,  it  may  interest  some  to  be 
reminded  by  bare  facts  and  dates  of  the  finding  of  their 
island  homes  and  the  founding,  by  settlements  and  colonics, 
of  the  States  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Dominion  ol 
New  Zealand. 

In  the  Night  of  Time  men  dreamed  of  a  great  South  Land, 
a  Terra  Australis  Incognita,  extending  they  knew  not 
whither  at  the  "  Pole  Antartique,"  and  when  the  intrepid 
European  seamen  achieved  their  great  discoveries  in  other 
seas  (remembering  the  scientific  theories  of  the  old  geo- 
graphers, traditions  and  travellers'  tales),  they  began  the 
search. 

It  is  impossTble  to  determine  whose  is  the  barren  lionour 
of  the  first  discovery  of  the  island-continent  of  .\ustralia  ; 


for  all  its  size  it  was  always  considered  part  of  the  Terra 
Australis,  the  great  South  Land  ;  in  the  archives  at  Simancos 
Se\ille,  Paris  and  Batavia  there  may  yet  be  found  conclu- 
sive proof  to  show  if  Amerigo  Vespucci,  in  1499,  the  Sieur 
de  Goneville,  in  1503,  sur\-ivors  of  Magellan's  expedition, 
Portuguese  or  Dutch  came  first,  for  it  is  not  known  from 
whom  Cornelius  Wytfliet  got  this  information  when  he 
states,  in  1598  ; — 

"  Terra  Australis  is  the  most  southern  of  all  lands,  sepa- 
rated by  a  narrow  strait  from  New  Guinea,"  "  .so  great  an 
extent,"  "  a  fifth  part  of  the  world." 

Early  in  the  seventeenth  century  about  the  same  time 
the  English  and  Dutch  founded  East  India  Companies,  and 
the  Dutch  began  at  once  exploring  in  order  to  extend  thcii 
trade  and  possessions  in  the  East.  Well-equipped  expedi- 
tions were  sent  out,  the  captains  instructed  to  examine  and 
report  on  the  lands  and  the  inhabitants  they  discovered, 
and  on  rivers,  harbours,  climates,  winds  and  tides,  and  to 
take  possession  of  the  South  Land  when  found. 

The  first  of  these,  the  "  Duyfpher  "  (the  Commander's 
name  is  forgotten)  was  at  Cape  York  in  1606,  and  sailed 
into  the  Gulf  of  Carpentaria  ;  the  shores  were  uninviting, 
the  aborigines  hostile,  and  at  Cape  Keer-uer  (Turn-again) 
she  sailed  away  north  aga'n.  Ten  years  after  Edcls  named 
Edclsland  and  the  rocky  island  of  the  Houtman  Abrolhos 
on  the  west ;  Eendraght's  Land  was  named  by  D'rk  Hartog, 
and  on  his  island  he  set  up  a  mast  with  a  metal  plate  and  an 
inscription.  (It  was  the  custom  among  all  early  explorers 
to  erect  masts  bearing  metal  plates  w'ith  inscriptions,  hoist 
their  nation, il  flags,  and  with  more  or  less  pomp  and  cere- 
mony take  possession  for  their  monarchs.  The  Portuguese 
and  Spanish  put  up  large  crosses  ;  Drake  nailed  a  sixpence 
to  the  mast  at  New  Albion.) 

In  1622  the  S.W.  Cape  Leuwiim  and  Leuwinn  Land  were 
reached,  and  in  the  north  Arnhem's  land  was  named. 

In  1627  a  large  nunibei  of  ships  left  Holland  under  Pelsart, 
with  many  men,  women  and  chiklren,  intending  to  colonise 
on    some    of    this    luwh -discovered    land.      But    disasters 
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hokll  tlu'in  iifliT  tlu'>-  U'ft  till'  CajX'  of  (kkhI  lldpc  ;  ilny 
wore  soparati'd  by  storms,  sliijis  were  wrecki-d  on  tin-  rock\ 
islands,  many  wore  drowmd  in  trying  to  got  to  tin-  main- 
land, or  died  of  hunger  .mil  thirst.  Pelsart  si't  off  in  an 
open  boat  to  Hata\ia  for  help  and  shijjs,  and  returning  found 
a  mutiny  added  to  the  suMerings  of  the  sin\i\ors,  who 
gladly  and  rapidly  abandoned  the  settlement,  the  first  and 
only  one  attempted  by  the  Dutch. 

During  this  dismal  tinxe  Pieter  .\u\ts  roinulrd  tin 
Leuwinn,  and  named  his  land  extending  towards  the  Great 
Bight.  Xe.vt  year  De  Witt's  Land,  and  in  1630  Van  Die- 
min's  Land,  in  the  north,  were  added. 

In  1642,  one  of  the  greatest  of  seamen.  Tasman,  set  out 
to  look  for  two  men  left  behind  by  Pelsart  and  some  chests 
of  gold,  and  to  make  further  explorations.  Driven  far 
from  his  course  by  storms,  he  sighted  a  rocky  shore,  and 
some  days  after  sailed  into  Frederich  Henry  Bay.  From 
what  they  saw  and  heard  they  feared  that  giants  lived  here, 
and  contented  themsel\-es  with  hoisting  their  flag  and 
naming  it  also  Van  Dicman's  Land.  Saihng  on  south  and 
east  they  discovered  the  New  Zealand,  Tonga  and  Fiji 
Islands  before  completing  this  Australasian  circumnaviga- 
tion. 

Carstenz  and  Tasman  charted  the  north  coast  and  the 
Gulf  of  Carpentaria,  and  Tasman  was  sent  to  e.xplore  the 
east  coast  and  find  out  if  ^'an  Dieman's  Land  was  a  penin- 
sula or  island,  but  he  did  not  carry  out  this. 

Though  the  Dutch  now  knew  the  whole  of  the  coast  from 
Cape  York  in  the  north  to  the  head  of  the  Great  Bight  in  the 
south,  they  had  not  determined  whether  it  was  the  Great 
South  Land  ;  they  named  this  vast  territory  New  Holland, 
and  forbade  all  further  expeditions.  There  was  no  scope 
for  trade,  and  the  storm-swept,  rocky,  waterless  shores  did 
not  invite  them  to  settle. 

Years  later  Vlamingh  discovered  the  beautiful  Swan 
River,  and  a  Swiss,  Purry  (one  of  their  East  India  Company), 
was  urgent  to  settle  Nuytsland,  but  in  vain,  though  he 
warns  them  that  if  they  do  not  the  French  or  English  will. 

In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  there  were  projects  for  "  the 
discoverie  of  all  or  anie  lands  southwards  beyond  the 
Aequinoctial,  or  when  the  Pole  Antartique  hathe  any 
elevation  above  the  horizon,"  and  in  1625  "  for  the  finding 
of  the  Terra  Australis  Incognita  from  ye  straits  of  LeMaire." 

But  not  till  1688  did  the  Enghsh  come  to  the  Island 
Continent,  when  the  Gentleman  Adventurer  and  Pirate, 
William  Dampier,  visited  "  New  Holland."  "  to  see  what  that 
country  would  afford  us."  They  were  off  the  northern 
coast  or  Bathurst  or  Melville  Islands,  and  when  Dampier 
reached  home  (his  voyage  round  the  world  occupying  eight 
years)  he  states  that  "  New  Holland  is  a  very  large  tract  of 
land,  whether  an  island  or  a  main  continent  ;  he  is  certain 
it  joins  neither  to  Africa,  Asia  or  America."  He  was  very 
badly  off,  but  influential  friends  gained  him  the  King's 
encouragement,  and  the  command  of  H.II.S.  "  Roebuck," 
to  explore,  survey  and  report  on  New  Holland  and  the 
South  Land. 

Evelyn  notes  in  his  diary  that  "  in  August.  1699,  he  dined 
with  ilr.  Pepys  and  Captain  Dampier,  a  famous  buccaneer, 


whose  observations  on  the  winds  in  the  South  Sea  are 
iiot.ibic."  I'or  some  reasons  Dampier  returned  to  New 
lloii.ind  by  the  (ape  of  Good  Hope,  and  made  for  the 
nortii-west  of  New  Holland.  .After  much  hardship  they  get 
to  Sharks'  Bay,  where  they  feast  on  "  sharks."  Trying  to 
reach  England  three  years  later,  he  is  wrecked  on  Ascension 
Island. 

I'eeling  his  failiues  and  poverty  very  keenly,  he  is  eager 
"  to  clear  up  mistakes  and  do  himself  justice  and  set  his 
discoveries  in  their  jiroper  light,"  he  said  "  there  is  no  great 
matter  of  new  discovery."  His  circumnavigations  and 
publications  brought  him  great  fame.  He  was  a  careful  and 
accurate  observer,  and  his  descriptions  arc  simple  and 
interesting.  His  disappointment  ma\'  account  for  what  he 
says  of  New  Holland,  "  the  low  land  with  sandy  banks 
against  the  sea,"  the  flies,  the  lack  of  water,  the  aborigines 
are  the  "  loathsomest  creatures,"  and  it  is  "  the  barrenest 
spot  in  the  world."

THE  PLACE  OF  ABILITY  IN  EFFICIENCY.

Writing  in  "  A  Book  of  Belgium's  Gratitude,"  M.  Paul 
Barryer  observes  : — 

"  L'hospitalisation  de  nos  refugies  pou\'ait  se  concevoir 
de  plusieurs  facons  toutes  differentes.  II  y  a^•ait  la  fonnule 
etatiste,  et  la  formule  particulariste.  Sans  s'attender  a  la 
solution  neerlandaise,  a  la  creation  par  les  pouvoirs  publics 
d'asiles  et  de  camps  pour  refugies,  ou  au  systeme  fran^aise 
de  I'allocation  aux  refugies  dans  le  besoin,  paj-able  en  nature 
ou  en  argent  par  les  mairies  et  sur  la  caisse  de  I'ctat. 
I'Angleterre  qui  est  un  pays  a  formation  particulariste — et 
qui  lui  doit  la  robustesse  de  sa  personnalite — fit  appcl  a 
riniati\'e  privee  qui  ne  demandait  qu'  a  s'e.xcrcer."* 

"England,  a  country  based  on  individualism."  It  is, 
indeed,  ^^'hile  i\I.  Barryer  not  only  lets  us  down  t.xtremelj' 
gently,  but  even  attributes  our  virtue  to  this  individualistic 
principle,  it  may  be  wise  and  well  that  we  ourselves  should 
look  into  this  matter,  and  try  to  discover  whether  without 
ruining  our  "  robustness  "  we  might  not,  in  some  sort, 
organise  and  discipline  our  individualism,  so  as  to  check  our 
appalling  wastefulness,  and  accelerate  a  little  our  usually 
procrastinating  methods  of  being  what,  at  present,  we  can 
hardly  call  read}-  for  emergencies.     Perhaps  the  war  will 

*  "  It  was  possible  to  conceive  many  quite  different  methods  of 
hospitality  entreating  our  refugees.  There  was  the  system  of  State 
aid  ;  there  was  also  the  individualist  system.  Without  pausing  to 
consider  the  Dutch  solution,  the  creation  by  public  authorities  of 
asylums  or  camps,  or  the  French  plan  of  a  grant  to  the  needy,  payable 
either  in  money  or  in  kind  by  the  municipalities  and  at  the  charge  of 
the  State,  ICnglaml,  a  coimtry  based  on  individualism,  to  which  she 
owes  her  robustness  of  her  cliaracter,  appealed  to  private  initiative. 
\aA  this  asked  for  nothing  more  than  to  be  made  use  of." — Transla- 
tion by  Charles  Thomas  Stanford.  M.P. 
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bring  home  to  us,  as  no  political  ari;uini-nts  about  aristocracy 
and  drniocracy  tver  coulil,  the  need  lor  appraising  people's 
value  as  they  work,  and  not  according  to  the  kind  of  work 
they  do.  There  is,  for  exam|)le,  nothing  intrinsically 
creditable  in  trying  to  make  books,  if  it  happen  to  be  plaiidy 
obvious  that  Nature  had  endowed  one  with  the  special 
qualities  essential  to  making  boots.  To  do  the  work  one  is 
best  fitted  for  is  surelj*  at  once  the  path  of  utility  and  con- 
tent ?  As  long  ago  as  1581,  the  Uv>i  Head  Muster  of  Mer- 
chant Taylors  School  pleaded  for  "  the  sorting  of  wits."  In 
a  rough  and  ready,  but  still  stimulating  and  suggestive,  way 
the  war  has  "  sorted  wits."  We  needed  some  such  aid  to 
good  sense,  for  it  was  eminently  characteristic  of  us  to  let 
t)ur  gun  anil  miuiitiim  makers  enlist  and  take  them  over  to 
Flanders,  and  then  to  discover  that,  splendid  as  it  is  to  lie 
willing  to  tigiit  for  one's  country,  one  serves  her  as  gidhmtiy 
.ind,  consideri'ig  one's  previous  training,  more  efficiently  by 
staying  at  liome  and  turning  out  guns  and  c.vploriives.  It 
has  been  equally  characteristic  of  one  of  the  most  naturally 
aristocratic  nations  of  the  world,  that  in  time  of  stress  very 
many  of  us  should  be,  at  any  rate,  willing  to  turn  our  hand 
to  any  joli  which  seemed  most  helpful  then  and  there.  The 
country's  peril  stirred  all  but  the  incredibly  sellish  or  stupid 
out  of  our  usual  chilly  grooviness,  out  or  in  to  ' '  black  coats, 
out  or  in  to  "  white  aprons,"  out  into  the  field,  or  into  dull 
clerical  work,  oat  of  our  prejudices,  some  even  out  of  their 
nervous  break-downs  ;  out  of  futility  into  the  most  adjacent 
form  of  lending  a  hand. 

The  professional  pedagogue,  not  always  the  dreary  mortal 
men  think  him,  observing  all  this,  asks  why  should  it  pass 
away  when  at  last  the  war  does  ?  Why,  among  otlier 
things,  should  not  the  war  teach  us  to  fit  the  individual's 
ability  to  the  nation's  probable  need  ?  Tht;re  is  no  reason 
why  it  should  not,  if  only  teachers  and  authorities  will  get 
out  of  their  too  well-worn  ruts  ;  and,  if,  on  the  one  hand, 
we  can,  from  time  to  time,  have  some  statistics  published 
concerning  the  Empire's  probable  approximate  future  needs 
in  all  directions  (which  is  the  provision  of  requisite  informa- 
tion), and,  on  the  other,  if  we  can  have  parents  aware  of 
their  responsibility  and  willing  to  co-operate  with  teachers 
who,  in  their  turn,  will  have  as  a  rule  to  widen  their  horizon, 
quicken  their  sympathies,  and  sharpen  their  observation,  so 
that  they  may  first  discern  and  then  guide  her  children's 
abilities  (which  is  the  utilisation  of  information).  In  such  a 
s':heme,  the  State  organises  the  information,  thereby 
introducing  some  element  of  collecti\eness  ;  while  ample 
scope  is  left  to  individuality  in  the  task  of  turning  the 
information  suppUed  ably  to  account.  If  it  may  be  said 
without  offence  we  need  some  change  in  tlie  matter  of  teach- 
ing, and  much  more  real  con\'iction  of  the  importance  of 
tea<hing  being  something,  rather  than  mere  preaching  about 
something.  l*"ine  example,  where  ever  it  occurs,  is  still 
potent,  and  must  always  be  more  so  than  mere  precept. 

We  know  well  that  these  better  methods  already  obtain 
in  somi;  parts  of  our  country  ;  that  some  individuals,  here 
and  now,  realise  their  responsibility  to  the  whole,  and  that 
here  and  thccc.  State  efforts  succeed.  Hut  if  we  are  to 
have  efficiency  which  is  effective,  we  must  ha\  e  iliese  things 


disseminated    throughout    the    entire    community.     Wj^ 
must  bo  sorted.     So  far  as  it  is  po.ir.iblc,  our  several  occupSSi 
tions  should  be  congenial,  and  then  society  would  have  a 
red  right  to  demand  that  one  should,  one  and  all,  put  our' 
shoulder  to  the  wheel,  and  give  up  all  ideas  of  "  that-will- 
do-ness,"  and,  really  and  in  earnest,  set  to  work  to  make 
this  Empire  as  practically  as  it  is  politically  great.     We  are 
so  apt  to  overrate  our  own  time  ;   for  instance,  ;  ome  peoj>Ic 
seem  to  have  a  queer  notion  that  the  men  and  women  of 
to-day  are  "  adults,"  compared  with  those  of  past  ages, 
whom  they  arrogantly  dub  "  children."     If  we  compare  the 
people  of   the  Xlllth  century — building   the  great  cathc- 
dr.ds,  perfecting  the   scholastic    theology  and   philosophy, 
founding    the    universities    -with    the    peoples    of    Europe- 
to-day,  we  might  be  more  inclined  to  call  them  wise  Master-- 
Huilders,  and  ourselves  and  our  peers  riotous,  undisciplined 
and  destructive  children.     Yet,  if  the  "  moderns  "  are  r.o 
sure  of  themselvc.T  as  they  sometimes  say,  and  so  restless 
under  external  control  as  they  take  pride  in  showing  them- 
selves,  then  surely  it  behoves  them  to  get  rid   of    their 
selfishness  and  their  doublc-mindedness, 

"  Of  whom  each  stri\'es,  nor  knows  for  what  he  strives. 
And  each  half  lives  a  hundred  different  lives," 
and  to  set  about  practising  self-control.  If  others  may  not 
rule  them  at  least  let  them  rule  themselves — if  they  can. 
K\en  if  we  are  to  remain,  as  seems  most  probable,  a  nation 
based  on  individualism,  we  need  discipline  ;  if  we  will  not 
have  it  from  outside  then  let  us  consider  if  we  can  produce 
it  from  within.  Wo  hear  much  nowadays  of  "  service." 
Whom  or  what  shall  we  serve  ?  Our  neighbours  un- 
doubtedly, and  not  necessarily  our  poorer  ones,  for  they 
must  be  tiring  of  being  so  constantly  improved  bj'  those  wb.o 
too  often  forget  Dr.  Creighton's  scathing  reminder  that  no 
one  improves  others  faster  than  he  improves  himself ;  our 
neighbours  then,  our  country,  our  God  ;  indeed,  anybody, 
an\'thing  but  just  each  our  own  personal  interests. 

The  late  Bishop  of  Oxford  once  spoke  of  men  "  kept  back 
from  the  task  that  was  marked  with  their  name."  Fr. 
Rickaby,  speaking  of  our  duty  to  God,  mentions  "  the  work 
He  means  one  to  do  for  Him,  an  individual  work  which 
I  alone  can  do — for  there  is  no  second  N.N.  ;  in  this  world 
no  two  individuals  are  alike."  And  ever\'one  remembers 
Browning's  "  Boy,"  to  whom  the  Angel  said  : — 

"  Thy  voice's  praise  seemed  weak  ;   it  dropped — 
Creation's  chorus  sto]ipcd." 

These  three  were  men  of  different  upbringing  and  environ- 
ments, but  they  were  agreed  upon  this  notion  of  one  man 
{homo  not  vir)  one  task,  and  it  is  nn  extraordinarily  stimu- 
lating notion  ;  vervlikelxone  or  other  may  feel  his  a  small 
task,  yet  he  might  say  "  a  poor  thing,  but  mine  own."  This 
idea,  carefully  meditated  upon  in  all  its  bearings,  will  sober 
rather  than  inllate  ;  it  may  awe  or  stimulate,  accorchngly 
as  we  are  made  ;  but  we  must  be  lost  indeed  if  it  [Produce  in 
\is  vanity.  It  is  the  solution  of  the  problem.  Every  soul 
with  his  own  job,  there  is  enough  to  satisfy  indi\idualism  ; 
vet  every  "  voice  "  essential  to  "  Creation's  chorus,"  there 
is  the  sphere  of  the  organised  whole. 
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SIR  RICHARD  BURBIDGE,  BART. 

The  Executive  counts  itself  happ}-  to  have  obtained  the 
services  of  Sir  Richard  Burhidge  as  hon.  treasurer  of  the 
League  in  the  place  of  Sir  Charles  Lyall,  now  resigned. 

Sir  Richard  is  a  great  administrator.  He  is  the  creator 
of  vast  business  organisations,  and  combines  with  singular 
executive  genius  the  farsightedness  of  the  pioneer.  He 
has  also  a  keen  consciousness  of  the  responsibility  of  power, 
and  with  all  his  strength  of  character  there  is  noticeable  a 
marked  char.Ti  of  modesty  and  kindliness. 

Sir  Richard  Burbidge's  life  story  is  especially  stimulating 
and  inspiring,  in  that  his  success  resulted  not  from  interest 
or  personal  influence,  but  from  sheer  abihty  and  from  his 
pecuhar  powers  for  organisation. 
■  Harrod's  Stores  has  been  made  by  him,  and  to-day  employs 
a  staff  of  nearly  7,000  men  and  women.  Business  con- 
sideradons,  however,  have  not  been  Sir  Richard's  only  care — 
the  welfare  of  his  employees,  shorter  working  hours  for  shop 


assistants,  means  hjr  their  intelle(  tual  and 
phy>ical  development,  and  opportunities  for 
outdoor  recreation  have  been  part  of  his 
benrlicent  policy  ever  since  he  took  control. 

In  addition  to  directing  not  only  Harrod's 
Stores,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  and  other 
undertakings,  Sir  Richard  Burliidge  dc\otes 
botli  time  and  energy  to  many  important 
branches  of  public  work.  The  baronetcy  just 
conferred  upon  him  is  in  recognition  of  his 
great  public  services. 

Hi:  was  a  member  of  the  Commission 
appointed  to  encjuire  into  the  wages  of  Post 
Oflice  employees  ;  he  also  served  on  the  Joint 
Purposes  and  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Control  of  Regimental  Institutes. 
He  was  one  of  the  first  asked  by  the  Prime 
Minister  to  lend  his  aid  in  an  advisory  capacity 
in  the  Ministry  of  Munitions,  as  well  as  in  cer- 
tain War  Office  affairs.  Many  Institutions 
also  have  profited  by  Sir  Richard  Burbidge's 
advice  and  help  ;  amongst  these  maj-  be  men- 
tioned The  Discharged  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Association,  the  National  Association  for  the 
Employment  of  Ex-soldiers,  and  the  Garrison 
and  Regimental  Institutes  Committee.  He 
is  also  Chairman  of  the  War  Emergency  Com- 
mittee for  the  provision  of  InvaUd  Kitchens, 
and  has  done  much  in  organising  operations 
on  behalf  of  Queen  Alexandra's  Field  Force 
Fund. 

Sincere  congratulations  are  offered  to  Sir 
Richard  Burbidgc  on  account  of  the  honou-r 
which  all  must  feel  has  been  so  fitlv  conferred. 


A  MEMBER'S  NOTE  BOOK. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  welcome  at  the 
office  an  Australian  member  who  had  been 
present  at  the  League's  summer  meetings 
twojyears  ago.  He  had  subsequently  left  to  return  to 
Australia  via  Canada,  and  when  war  broke  out  he  was 
teaching  in  a^  tiny  up-country  school  in  Saskatchewan. 
"  Here,"  said  he,  "  one  heard  no  news,"  but  one  day  a 
little  Russian  girl  ran  to  his  house  and  said  :  "  England  is 
at  war."  Though  unable  to  believe  it  he  yet  rushed  to  the 
Post  Office  and  telegraphed  the  offer  of  his  services  to  three 
different  authorities.  He  was  accepted,  and  crossed  over 
to  F^ngland  with  the  first  Canadian  contingent.  Being 
grievously  wounded  in  Flanders,  he  spent  eight  months  in 
hospital.  When  he  came  to  himself  he  found  that  he  had 
lost  everything  he  possessed  with  the  exception  of  a  tiny 
manuscript  book,  in  which  he  had  entered  his  notes  of  the 
League's  conference,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  those 
who  had  entertained  him  during  the  League's  excursions 
and  visits  to  interesting  places.  Whilst  in  the  trenches,  he 
said,  it  had  greatly  comforted  him  to  take  out  this  httle 
book  and  visuahse  the  happy  time  he  had  had  during  his 
first  visit  to  the  Motherland.

Empire  Day. 

Empire  Day  will  be  celebrated  again  this  year  by  a 
service  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  by  kind  permission  of  the 
Dean.  The  several  Associations  and  Brigades  which  have, 
during  many  years,  co-operated  with  the  League,  have 
agreed  to  take  part,  and  the  sermon  will  be  preached  by  the 
Archbishop  of  York.  The  date  of  the  celebration  will  be 
the  Saturday  nearest  to  Empire  Day,  viz.,  the  ijtli  May,  and 
the  time  of  the  service  6  p.m. 


Ontario  Military  Hospital. 

On  the  19th  of  I'ebruary  was  opened  at  Orpington,  in 
Kent,  a  large  Military  Hospital,  presented  to  the  British 
Government  by  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Colonel  Pyne, 
Minister  of  Education  for  Ontario,  was  entrusted  by  his 
Government  with  the  arrangements  for  the  Hospital,  and 
lias  been  for  the  last  si.x  mimths  in  England  carrying  out 
the  project.  The  Hospital  has  accommodation  for  1,040 
patients,  and  is  intended  for  the  use,  not  only  of  Canadian 
soldiers,  but  of  all  those  in  the  service  of  the  King  from  ;ill 
parts  of  the  Empire. 

Cohmel  Pyne  presided  and  Mr.  Bonar  Law  performed  the 
opening  ceremony.  A  bouquet  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Pyne 
from  members  of  the  League  of  the  Empire  in  London  and 
Toronto.  The- JHospital  is  built  in  bungalow  fashion,  and 
lias  all  the  latest  improvements  that  mtdical  science  can 


Imperial  Education  Conference. 

The  interim  Imperial  luli;cation  Conference,  to  be  held 
in  July  next,  will  deal  with  educational  conditions  induced 
by  the  war.  In  all  parts  of  the  Empire  teachers  have  shown 
themselves  eager  to  serve,  and  education  is  now  left  much 
more  largely  in  the  hands  of  women  than  ever  before.  A 
letter  from  the  Superintendent  of  Education  for  Nova 
Scotia  states  that  in  that  Province  the  schools  will  be  used 
on  the  iSth  of  this  inoiitii  for  war  purposes. 

"  On  that  day,"  writes  Dr.  A.  II.  Mackay,  "  we  propo.se  to  have 
recruiting-day  exercises  in  every  school  in  the  Province  for  the  pur- 
pose of  advertising  in  every  family  (through  the  children  at  scfiool 
on  that  Friday)  the  beginning  of  a  great  recruiting  inovemcnt,  to  be 
opened  on  the  Sunday  following  by  sermons  in  every  pulpit,  and  the 
week  following  by  the  recruiting  agents  proper,  assisted  by  the 
olticials  in  every  part  of  the  Province.  Already  some  of  the  most 
promising  of  our  male  teachers  are  in  the  trenches  in  prance.  Students 
from  all  our  t'liiversities  and  Colleges,  the  Xormal  College,  and  even 
our  high  schools,  are  at  the  front  or  on  the  way.  Por  the  school  year 
closing  the  end  of  July  last,  out  of  2,945  teachers  only  256  were  male, 
and  some  of  these  have  probably  enlisted  since." 

The  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  for  New  Bruns- 
wick writes  that  they  never  had  a  large  number  of  male 
teachers  engaged  in  their  FIducation  service  ;  but  to  his 
certain  knowledge  nearly  all  the  young  men  have  gone  to 
the  war.  Dr.  Carter  has  sent  out  a  circular  to  his  Inspectors 
in  order  to  jirovidc  an  approximate  list  for  the  coming 
Conference. 

The  same  information  is  being  collected  in  Manitoba  by 
courtesy  of  the  Deputy  Minister  of  that  Province.  In 
Prince  Edward  Island,  the  Superintendent  of  Education, 
Colonel  Campbell,  is  in  command  of  the  105th  Regiment, 
now  being  formed  in  that  Province  for  overseas  service. 
The  regiment  will  be  coming  over  to  England  next  summer, 
when  the  League  will  be  able  to  obtain  the  names  of  all 
teachers  in  this  regiment,  as  well  as  those  in  other  com- 
mands. 

The  League  is  glad  to  put  on  record  the  great  courtesy 
and  help  given  to  their  work.  A  letter  lately  received  from 
one  of  the  Overseas  Education  Departments  ends  thus  :  — 

"  It  will  give  me  very  great  pleasure  indeed  to  assist  the  League 
of  the  p;mpire  in  any  way  in  my  power  to  obtain  any  desired  informa- 
tion, or  to  assist  in  its  general  work,  now  so  specially  dear  to  onr 
hearts."

The  Union  Jack  was  of  corded  silk,  and 
attached  to  it  was  a  solid  silver  shield  with  the  word 
"  Gallipoli  "  embossed  upon  it,  and  an  inscription  expressing 
the  gratitude  of  the  women  of  England  for  the  splendid 
services  of  the  New  Zealand  contingent  now  lighting  for  the 
Empire.  There  were  pref.ent  Miss  Beatrice  Chamberlain, 
who  made  a  short  speech  on  behalf  of  the  givers  ;  the  High 
Commissioner  for  New  Zealand,  Lady  French,  Lady  Acland, 
Mrs.  Harcourt,  Lord  and  Lady  Ranfurly,  Mrs.  Joseph 
Chamberlain,  Miss  Honar  Law,  Lady  Lyall  and  other 
representatives  of  tlie  League  of  the  Empire,  and  Mrs. 
HerbiTt  Alington,  whose  idea  it  was  to  present  the  flag. 

A  Committee  of  the  League  has  been  formed  to  present 
similar  flags  from  the  women  of  England  to  the  other 
Dominions  and  Colonies  of  the  Empire.

Death  of  Mr.  George  Tucker. 

We  regrc't  to  announce  the  death  of  Mr.  George  N.  Gold- 
smith Tucker,  who  has  been  printer  to  the  League  since  its 
foundation.

SERBIAN    NATIONAL    DRESS. 


SERBIAN    COSTUME. 

By  Mis-  A.  Gakd.vek-King, 


National  costume  to  the  Serbians  is  a  matter  of  real  con- 
cern. Through  the  long  years  of  bondage  under  the  Turks 
they  never  adopted  Turkish  dress,  and  their  own  particular 
costume  helped  to  hold  them  together  and  mark  them  as  a 
nation.  The  costumes  in  the  different  parts  of  the  country 
are  so  many  and  so  varied  that  it  has  been  difficult  to 
generaUse  and  so  to  grasp  the  main  characteristics  as  to 
produce  a  set  of  garments  which  would  be  pure  Serbian  and 
at  the  same  time  easily  made  in  this  country.  After  many 
efforts,  however,  and  much  close  study  a  result  has  been 
obtained  which  has  been  pronounced  satisfactory  by 
Serbian  ladies  who  are  deeply  interested  in  the  matter. 

The  most  unique  garment  is  the  chemise,  which  is  really 
a  tunic  of  very  old  origin,  and  with  the  addition  of  a  girdle 
it  is  the  only  garment  the  women  and  girls  wear  in  the  hot 
Serbian  sinnmer.  It  is  made  of  thick  homespun,  most 
nearly  represented  by  good  unbleached  calico.  It  is  long 
and  has  long  sleeves,  and  it  has  a  coloured  border,  and  often 
a  edging  at  the  foot  and  at  the  hands.  The  coloured 
border  may  be  anything  from  a  strip  of  piinted  calico  to  the 
richest  and  most  beautiful  embroidery,  and  the  skirts  are 
always  worn  shorter  than  the  chemise  so  as  to  let  this 
border  be  seen.  A  Serbian  woman  is  considered  rich  if  she 
has  many  and  beautifu'  chemises.  The  cluniise  is  ajso  the 
nightgown. 

The  skirts  arc  worn  full  all  round  and  fastened  in  front, 
and  a  bright  coloured  border  round  the  bottom  is  much 
ajjpreciated.  The  wa'st  for  a  grown-up  woman  should 
measure  a  yard,  and  strings  lirmly  sewed  on  are  the  best 
attachment  as  they  admit  of  variation. 

A  bolero  is  worn  in  |)lace  of  bodice,  and  as  there  are  no 
corsets  it  must  be  very  lirm,  warm  and  substantial.  An 
excellent  result  is  obtained  with  velveteen,  or  cloth,  or  rep, 
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or  felt  witira'stit'f,  strong  lining  and  an  intii lining  of  house 
tianni'l  or  oiKl  pieces  of  woollen  material  joined  together, 
the  whole  thing  being  securely  bound  with  coloured  braid 
and  laced  up  the  front  witii  a  boot  lace.  Tlie  eyelet-holes 
for  the  lace-holes  for  the  lace  must  be  open  and  large  enough 
to  permit  the  lace  tr  be  freely  drawn  out  and  in,  and  they 
must  be  substantially  and  smoothly  sewn  all  round  with 
strong  thread  so  as  to  stand  wear,  not  button  stitched,  as  it 
imiH'des  the  lace.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  this  point  as  penjik' 
generally  seldom  grasp  it.  and  it  is  necessary  to  remake  the 
eyelet-holes  before  the  garment  is  of  any  use.  The  bolero  is 
without  sleeves,  and  a  little  decoration  rouml  tlie  arm-luile 
adds  a  characteristic  touch. 

The  elder  girls  and  wonu  n  wear  an  apron  of  strong,  dark 
material.  These  aprons  for  dress  occasions  are  of  the 
richest  silk  elaborately  anil  beautifully  embroidered.  They 
are  not  gathered,  but  are  worn  quite  flat.  A  handkerchief 
covers  the  head  and  a  wami  cloak  is  worn  with  a  hood, 
whicli  is  drawn  up  in  cold  weather  and  protects  the  ears. 
Woollen  jackets  of  a  simple  make  are  also  worn.  The 
stockings  are  long,  and  of  very  thick,  strong  wool,  with 
broad  stripes  of  bright  colour  round  the  leg.  As  few  gar- 
ments are  worn  they  should  all  be  thick  and  substantial. 
The  Serbians  are  very  fond  of  bright,  rich  colours,  and  they 
show  great  taste  in  blending  them.  Green  being  a  Turkish 
colour  they  do  not  wear,  except  introduced  in  embroidery. 
The  w-hole  effect  of  Serbian  dress  is  remarkably  pleasing.

It  shows  how 
Denmark  by  scientific  agriculture  drew  millions  from  sour  bogs  and 
sandy  heaths,  how  her  rural  schools  brought  a  new  idea  of  national 
life  and  service  to  the  people,  and  how  they  taught  the  lessons  of 
co-operation  and  industry.  The  whole  is  a  fine  story  of  a  remarkable 
achievement.

Jlau}-  aspects  of  X.-iturc  are  dealt  with  in  this  delightful  \olume  of 
desultory  essays  inspired  by  a  very  genuine  love  and  appreciation 
of  the  beauties  of  earth,  sky  and  water.  It  is  not  indeed  surprising 
that  the  author  won  praise  for  liis  nautical  sketches  from  two  such 
competent  critics  as  the  late  W.  Clark  Rus.sell  and  Frank  T.  BuUen, 
the  latter  paying  him  the  finest  compliment  possible.  From  one 
author  to  another  :     "  I  felt  I  was  reading  my  own  stuff." 

The  essays  on  the  stars  and  the  weather  combine  acute  observation 
and  knowledge  (both  first  hand  and  collected)  with  poetical  feeling, 
thus  making  them  peculiarly  .attractive,  not  only  to  students,  but 
also  to  the  many  people  whose  interest  in  the  "  starry  heavens  "  is 
entirely  non-scientitic.  His  word  pictures,  descriptive  of  the  various 
effects  of  sun,  moon  and  stars  on  land  and  .sea,  show  a  real  sense  of 
literary  style,  especially  noticeable  in  the  .series  of  I^ndon  vignettes. 
The  Wordsworthian  capacity  to  see  the  beautiful  hidden  in  the 
commonplace  is  revealed  in  the  striking  little  account  of  a  storm  in 
Stockwell,  surely  the  least  poetical  of  I,ondon's  suburbs. 

Of  an  entirely  diflerent  genre  is  the  powerful  description  of  the 
"  Storm's  Triumph."  the  record  of  a  French  barque's  gallant,  but 
hopeless,  struggle  in  the  North  Sea  against  the  cruel  strength  of 
tempests  and  billows.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  WORK  UNDERTAKEN  BT  THE 
LEAGUE  OF  THE  EMPIRE. 


The  League  of  the  Empire  has  now 
completed  fourteen  years  of  somewhat 
strenuous  labour  in  the  interests  of  Im- 
perial Education.  It  is  difficult  in  a  few 
words  to  summarise  the  many  different 
lines  of  activity  which  this  work  has  taken, 
but  the  following  short  record  will,  it  is 
thought,  sufficiently  justify  the  Ck)uncil  in 
putting  forward  a  claim  to  luger  recog- 
nition, and  also  to  the  special  favour  of 
those  most  able  to  assist  in  the  financial 
support  of  a  movement  which  has  played 
no  small  part  in  spreading  that  wider 
patriotism  on  which  the  onity  of  the 
Empire  must  ultimately  depend. 

The  League  of  the  Empire  was  founded  in  this 
year.  The  first  work  of  importance  undertaken  was 
to  establish  correspondence  between  children  throughout 
the  Empire.  There  are  now  over  31,000  members  of  the 
Correspondence  Branch  of  the  League.

ASiliation  of  Schools  throughout  the  Empire  was 
next  accomplished,  thereby  bringing  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  children  in  every  part  of  the  British  Dominions 
into  closer  relation  with  each  other  in  an  infinite  variety  of 
congenial  interests. 


1907. 


The  first  Imperial  Education  Conference  between 
the  Education  Departments  in  the  Empire  was 
arranged  and  convened  by  the  Ixague.  A  resolution  was 
passed  in  favour  of  a  quadrennial  Conference,  and  it  was 
announced  that  the  next  Official  Conference  on  Education 
would  be  called  by  the  Imperial  Government  in  1911. 


1907. 


A  Lace  and  Needlework  Industry  was  founded  by 
the  League  in  St.  Helena  in  this,  a  year  of  acute 
need  in  that  Island.  The  Colonial  Office  made  the  Island  a 
grant,  and  the  Government  of  St.  Helena  shortly  afterwards 
took  over  the  Industry.  By  request  of  the  Colonial  Office 
the  League  acts  as  Agent  in  England  for  the  School. 

,  QQ-        A  Scheme  was  initiated  providing  for  the  Migration 
of  Teachers  for  purposes  of  study,  and  numbers  of 
Teachers  in  different  parts  of  the  Empire  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  League's  arrangements. 

1909-  '^  History  of  the  British  Empire  and  two  Imperial 
1911  ^^^^  Books  were  prepared  and  published  by  the 
League  through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Louis 
Spitzel.  Edited  by  Professor  h.  F.  Pollard,  these  books  are 
largely  used  in  Schools,  and  a  portion  of  the  History  was 
prescribed  lor  the  Oxford  Local  Examination  in  1912. 

1909  ^^^  ^^^  Empire  Day  Parade  in  Hyde  Park  was 
organised  by  the  League  in  this  year.    The  Parade 

is  now  an  annual  event,  and  about  10,000  members  of 
different  organisations  generally  take  part.

The  First  Imperial  Conference  of  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciations was  held  by  the  League  and  attended  by 
over  600  Delegates  and  Representatives  from  all  countries 
in  the  British  Empire.  , 


1913. 


The  League  of  the  Empire  non-residential  Club  was 
established,  with  the  help  of  Sir  Robert  Lucas  Tooth, 
at  28,  Buckingham  Gate,  Westminster,  for  the  use  of 
members  of  the  League,  Associated  Teachers,  Overeeaa 
visitors  and  all  interested  in  various  kinds  of  imperial 
work.  The  League  has  also  organised  each  year  for  Over- 
seas Teachers  and  friends  visits  to  historical  places  and 
interesting  houses,  4cc.,  in  the  Home  Country,  and  furnished 
introductions  to  those  visiting  different  parts  of  the  Empire 
or  emigrating. 


1913. 


The  first  Annual  Meeting  of  Teachers'  Associations 
throughout  the  Empire  was  convened  by  the  League  in 
July,  1913,  when  arrangements  were  considered  for  the  next 
Imperial  Conference  of  Teachers'  Associations  to  be  held  in 
due  course  in  Toronto,  by  invitation  of  the  Government  I'f 
Ontario,  who  have  made  a  yearly  grant  of  £50  towards  the 
Educational  work  of  the  League. 


1913. 


The  Imperial  Union  of  Teachers  was   formally 
inaugurated. 


In  addition  to  these  special  imdertakings  which  stand  out 
somewhat  as  landmarks  in  the  progress  of  the  League, 
attention  may  be  drawn  to  other  useful  indications  of 
activity.  The  Intelligence  Department  of  the  League 
received  commendation  in  1907  from  the  Imperial  Education 
Conference,  which  placed  on  record  "  its  high  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  the  League  of  the  Empire  in  stimulating 
educational  activity  and  in  collecting  and  circulating 
information  on  educational  subjects."  Further  evidence  of 
the  value  of  the  work  done  by  the  League  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  Overseas  Education  Departments 
have  appointed  the  League  as  their  Agent  in  England. 
Lectures  both  public  and  private  have  been  arranged  by  ti>e 
League,  Exhibitions  organised.  Empire  Day  Essay  Com- 
petitions throughout  the  Empire  conducted,  and  means  for 
the  interchange  of  literature,  newspapers,  photographs, 
specimens,  &c.,  &c.,  provided. 

The  foregoing  summary  of  work  accomplished  encourages 
the  Council  to  claim  for  the  League  a  large  measure  of 
success  in  bringing  more  closely  together  British  peoples 
Overseas,  and  securing  effective  co-operation  between  them 
and  those  in  the  Home  Country.  The  Council  therefore 
appeal  with  confidence  for  substantial  financial  help  in 
continuing  their  important  work  and  in  carrying  to  a  success- 
ful issue  schemes  which  have  proved  themselves  useful  and 
acceptable  in  all  parts  of  the  Empire.
